I questioned 
Kapan, but it was nearly a month 
hefore IT succeeded in obtaining any 
information from him. After threat- 
ening to stop his treatment, he told 
me there was a white man on the 
Paloemeu river in the village of the 
that he, Kapan, had seen 
him and he was crippled, so he could 
not walk, that he had come out of the 
sky and he had seen his machine 
which was wrecked on a savanna and 
not in a mountain. Also that one 
Sapakunu, chief of the village where 
he lived, had helped the white man

Place to Land. 

“Mr. Melchers wishes to state that 
one-half hour above Drie Tabbeties, 
there is a stretch of water at least 
one kilometer long and verr_ wide, 
that has not an island or rock in it: 
it is over six feet deep in the mid- 
dle, and he says a plane can land 
there at all stages of the river. He 
also thinks that on the savannas pe- 
tween the upper Tapanahony and Pa- 
loemeau a plane could also land.

—Red Sea Colony— 


The recent outbreak of hostilities 
near the Ethiopian border of Eritrea 


draws attention to that Italian coun- 
try on the west coast of the Red sea. | 

“What is now Eritrea began in 
1870,” says an article by Harald 
Lechenperg, in the September, 1930, 
National Geographic Magazine, “when 
the Italian KRubattino Steamship | 
Company needed a coaling station in| 
the Red sea and bought the Bay of) 
Assab and its miserable oasis from a. 
petty local ruler, the Sultan of Ra-| 
heita. | 

“By 1879 a small Italian military | 
force had landed in Assab and hoisted 
the Italian flag in this corner of the | 
world. Today, that red, white and | 
green banner flies over a strip of Red | 
sea coast which is 670 miles long. | 
Inland from Assab across the desert, | 
rise the cool highlands of Ethiopia 
(Abyssinia). 

TOPOGRAPHY CHANGES 
AT PORT OF MASSAUA. 

“Torrid, barren and fever-stricken 
is the coast that stretches northwest 
from Assab, but as you approach the 
port of Massaua the topography be- 
gins to change. Behind Massaua the 
green highlands rise in steep embank- 
ments, forming a sort of gateway to) 
the interior of Africa. 

“It was when Italy oceupied Mas- 
saua in 1885 that Eritrea took defi- 
shape; now the area ruled by 


Italy stretches inland in some places 
220 miles or more to the frontiers of 
Ethiopia and the Anglo-Egyptian Su- | 
dan. 

“In brief, within 20 years after the | 
Rubattino Company bought Assab as | 
a coaling station which was never de- | 
veloped, Italy's colony here had come | 
to cover nearly 46,000 square miles of | 
Africa. On January 1, 1890, this new | 
colony was christened Eritrea by the | 
Italian government, in remembrance | 
of the ‘Mare Erythraeum, as the old | 
Romans called the waters of this part 
of the world. |

Consider only the normal, ordinary 
youngsters who have no handicap of bad blood or wealth. What makes 
them “go wrong?” 

Whatever it may be, one of the chief contributing factors is the

There is a rule, having the force of natural law, that every creature 
must earn what it gets. The wild ones must hunt pasturage, build nests, 
dig burrows, race, fish and hunt, overpower and kill.

“TI, too, am a

by Fetzer, when he was a municipal 
court judge in 1929 to a year in the} 
house of correction for assault with a 
deadly weapon, entered Fetzer’s office | 
about noon, according to witnesses’ 
atories tn police. 

Te brushed past Weintroob in the 

Feception room and dashed into Fetz- | 
er’s sanctum. firing two shots. 

“T don’t like you. I’m going to| 
kill you, too,” he shouted at Wein-| 
troob as he came ont. 

John J. Brownlee, a court reporter, 
hearing the shots, ran into the Fetzer 
office at this moment. 
whirled, shot Weintroob twice. 
at Brownlee but missed = and 
started running down the hall. As 
he fled he attempted to shoot two 
stenographers but his pistol clicked 
harmlessly. 

Flees Into Office. 

Into the office of Attorney Charles 
Horgan, where Horgan, Bert Lannon, 
another attorney, and Hawthorne 
were chatting with a door from the 
outer office of the suite open, the gun- 
man sped, 

Standing in the rec eption room, the 
crazed man shot again. The bullet 
struck Hawthorne. Lannon slammed 
the inner office door shut and Hor- 
gan called police. 

They found Lannon on the 
floor, unconscious from a 
wound. He died later. 

Fetzer was born near Ottawa, 
on February 13, 1873, and had 
ticed law since his graduation 
1899 from Northwestern University’s 
law school. He had been at various 
times an assistant states attorney, 
alderman and municipal judge. 

Resides his sentence from Fetzer, 
Lamming was sentenced in 1930 to 
80 days in the house of correction and 
fined $200 on a charge of contribut- 
ing to the delinquency of a minor.
